Preparations for War in Europe.
From the Timnes.

Europe echoes with the preparations for war
from one end to the other. Prussia has put six
corps d'armee on o war footing: she 1= buying
horses, making nmmunition, and transporting
artillery by every train towards the southeast.
Silesia and Saxony are (o be the battle-grounds,
as they bhave been for centuries—and the Gov-
ernment of the Intier country hus been notitied
that she must disnrm. AsSaxony is notorlously
in favor of Austria, and Drerden is one of the
most important paints between Prussian and

Auvetrign terrilory, we <hall i all probability
hear of the occupution ot saxony by & Prussian
coup de main, so that the batiles may be tought
in Bohemian territory, with Saxon resources
atdlug Prosswa.  Prussin replies to Austria that
2hg will not disarm, because Austria is arming
on the borders of Ialy, and it s well known
thatio thirty hours the regiments 10 Dalmatia
and Southern Austrin could be transterred to
Bohemia.

On the other hand, intense excilement and
a financial panie prevail in Vienna, All secu-

60,000 horses are being purchased; toroed lovies
are being made on the unfortunate subjects of
the Empire, apd even old men hurried (o the
ranks; snd, as il the Government feared trouble
from Russia, the ralivoad conneeting Transyl-
vinis with Vieona s hastened in ite construe-
tlon with ull possible despaten. Butthe saddest
feature ol Austrian wilitary preparation—one
w bich ought 1o eall out a protest of inalgnstion
from Europe—is the torced conscription of
[talians, lorcing wee n Venetis to il up the
Dalmatian vegiments, o thal Auvetria may have
no euemies at home while strogglivg with Italy.
Hundreds of these young men, of the noblest
{familles, a8 well ua of the masses, are torn away
from their homes, and seot, under the terrible
military despotism. to serve the Power they
linte, in Hungary, or to die irom Prussian bul-
lets m Bohemia and Silesia,
